Preface  to  Grandfather’s  Story. 

During  the  summer  of  1901,  the  last  summer  of  President 
Fairchild’s  life,  it  was  variously  suggested  that  he  should  put  into 
writing  some  longer  account  of  his  own  life,  including  in  some  way 
the  many  stories  of  early  times  both  in  Brownhelm  and  Oberlin. 
It  was  felt  too  that  the  matter  must  be  attended  to  then  if  ever. 
It  was  not  an  arrangement  in  which  my  father  took  much  part  or 
felt  anxiety,  but  if  the  children  wished  it  done,  he  was  willing  to 
please  them,  and  so  he  dictated  to  me  what  he  called  “Grand- 
father’s Story”,  but  he  never  showed  any  enthusiasm  in  the  scheme 
or  asked  to  have  the  manuscript  read  to  him  after  completion. 

Many  hours  of  that  summer  we  spent  on  the  east  piazza  while 
he  dictated  sentence  by  sentence.  Some  days  we  made  good  pro- 
gress. Often,  after  making  a fair  start,  the  arrival  of  some  caller 
would  interrupt.  On  some  days  he  seemed  quite  unable  to  make 
the  story  go,  and  so  within  a few  moments  some  other  pastime , 
much  to  his  relief,  was  substituted. 

My  father  never  acquired  the  art  of  dictating  written  work. 
In  addition,  he  was  unable  to  reread  the  narrative  to  himself  day  by 
day  and  thus  keep  perfectly  in  touch  with  it.  I often  read  over  to 
him  the  last  few  sentences  of  the  preceding  day  that  we  might 
start  again  at  the  proper  place,  but  this  clearly  did  not  meet  the 
whole  necessity.  Hence  to  anyone  at  all  familiar  with  President 
Fairchild’s  style  of  writing,  the  following  pages  will  seem  to  lack 
something  of  his  happy  touch.  The  reader  however  cannot  fail 
to  marvel  at  the  distinctness  with  which  a scene  of  sixty  years  ago 
always  came  back  to  him.  The  details  of  time  and  place,  for 
instance,  of  some  journey  taken  in  his  youth,  seemed  to  be  printed 
on  his  mind  and  he  related  them  with  perfect  ease. 

President  Fairchild  does  not  here  tell  the  story  of  his  life  as 
president  of  the  college  nor  anything  of  his  later  years,  nor  as  far 
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as  I know,  did  he  ever  try  to  tell  it.  He  had  no  interest  in  the 
telling.  Probably  he  could  not  have  told  it  if  he  would.  When 
he  had  carried  the  narrative  to  his  return  to  Oberlin  after  his 
wedding,  he  seemed  to  have  nothing  more  to  say  but  regarded  his 
task  as  complete. 

His  own  suggested  title  of  ‘‘Grandfather’s  Story”  is  good  be- 
cause unassuming,  but  often  seems  a misnomer  since  it  is  in  many 
parts  not  a storj'  for  the  grandchildren  at  all.  While  on  the  other 
hand,  an  autobiography  this  little  record  never  laid  claim  to  be.

Grandfather’s  Story 

Several  of  my  grandchildren  having  come  to  visit  me  this  July, 
1901,  my  children,  several  of  them,  have  suggested  to  me  that  it 
would  be  interesting  to  them  that  I should  tell  the  little  tale  of  my 
life  that  they  may  jot  it  down  for  their  children  to  read  in  years  to 
come.  If  this  is  ever  to  be  done,  it  must  be  done  now,  as  I am  in 
the  middle  of  my  eighty-fourth  year  and  my  eyesight  has  failed  so 
that  I can  neither  read  nor  write.  I shall  endeavor  to  tell  the  simple 
facts  so  that  what  appears  written  here  may  be  relied  upon  as  a 
statement  of  the  truth,  so  far  as  my  memory  has  served  me. 

I was  born  in  what  was  then  known  as  Stockbridge,  Mass., 
November  25,  1817.  I have  recently  received  a photograph  of  the 
house  where  I was  born,  which  is  still  standing  on  the  south  shore 
of  what  Miss  C.  M.  Sedgwick  designates  as  the  “Stockbridge  Bowl.” 
The  whole  region  was  then  known  as  Stockbridge,  but  parts  have 
since  received  local  names,  and  this  part,  the  north  portion  of  the 
township,  is  now  known  as  Curtisville. 

My  father,  Grandison  Fairchild,  and  my  mother,  Nancy  Harris, 
were  brought  up  here  as  next-door  neighbors,  my  father  having  been 
born  at  Sheffield,  April  2.0,  1792,  and  my  mother  in  Richmond,  which 
lay  over  the  West  Mountain  from  Stockbridge,  November  29,  1795. 
My  mother  was  born  with  a twin  brother,  and  when  they  were  six 
weeks  old  their  mother,  a daughter  of  Deacon  Plumb,  received  a 
visit  from  her  mother  from  Stockbridge.  She  came  on  horseback 
and  took  the  little  Nancy  back  with  her  by  the  same  conveyance. 
There  she  was  brought  up  in  the  home  of  Deacon  Ebenezer  Plumb, 
her  grandfather.  Her  only  residence  in  the  Harris  home  was  in 
visits  of  a few  weeks  at  a time,  the  family  having  removed  to 
Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  which  was  then  the  far  West,  two  miles 
from  Utica.  My  mother,  when  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  went 
there  and  taught  school  one  summer. 

My  father’s  father  was  a farmer.  His  farm  lav  on  the  borders 
of  a little  pond  and  about  one-half  of  it  extended  up  the  mountain 
side.  He  was  first  a farmer,  but  was  also  a carpenter,  and  thus 
Grandison,  from  first  childhood,  had  a shop  and  tools  to  use  and  be- 
came somewhat  skilled  in  that  line  of  work. 

Nancy  and  Grandison  were  associated  at  school  together  and 
their  first  acquaintance  began  before  the  remembrance  of  either  of 
them  or  of  almost  anyone  else.  It  was  generally  felt  that  they  were 
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intended  for  each  other,  providentially  or  otherwise.  Sometimes  a 
chance  expression  from  some  member  of  their  family  fell  on  their 
ears,  when  together  at  the  house  of  one  or  the  other,  which  awoke 
this  anticipation  in  their  minds.  One  day  Grandison  was  at  work 
for  Deacon  Plumb  and  took  his  dinner  with  the  family.  Deacon 
Plumb  was  a very  serious  man,  rarely  indulging  in  vain  conversa- 
tion, although  there  was  a streak  of  humor  in  his  constitution. 
While  helping  Grandison  to  food  at  table  he  remarked,  “When 
Grandison  grows  up  he  must  marry  our  Nancy,  for  Grandison  eats 
no  butter  and  Nancy  eats  no  cheese,  and  so  they’ll  need  no  cow.” 
“Oh,  no,”  said  Grandison,  “but  I shall  eat  the  cheese  and  Nancy 
will  eat  the  butter,  and  we  must  have  a cow.”  My  mother  added  no 
word  to  the  conversation,  but  was  overwhelmed  with  mortification 
that  her  grandfather  should  speak  so  freely  about  a matter  of  such 
delicacy.  Grandison  was,  I think,  about  twelve  years  old  at  this 
time.  Grandison  was  the  oldest  son  in  his  father’s  family  and  was 
looked  to  to  succeed  his  father  in  the  management  of  the  farm. 

A spirit  of  emigration  had  sprung  up  to  the  Western  Reserve  of 
Northern  Ohio  and,  when  four  years  of  their  married  life  had  passed 
and  they  had  three  sons,  Charles  Grandison,  Edward  Henry,  and 
James  Harris,  my  father  was  impressed  with  the  feeling  that  his 
sons  would  have  a wider  field  of  activity  if  they  should  remove  to  the 
new  country.  Col.  Henry  Brown  of  Stockbridge  had  arranged 
with  the  State  of  Connecticut  to  take  a township  at  the  northwestern 
corner  of  the  Western  Reserve,  next  to  the  “Firelands”  (which  was 
also  a reserve  of  Connecticut),  and  he  had  offered  farms  for  sale  at 
five  dollars  an  acre.  This,  when  compared  with  prices  of  govern- 
ment lands  in  years  since  that  time,  would  not  be  considered  cheap. 

My  father  obtained  about  six  hundred  dollars  for  the  invest- 
ment, bought  and  paid  for  his  land  and,  about  the  first  of  September, 
started  with  his  wife  and  sons  in  a wagon  drawn  by  a span  of  horses 
and  driven  by  a son  of  the  Plumbs,  Luther,  his  next-door  neighbor. 
On  the  way  they  visited  the  Harris  family  in  Herkimer  County 
for  a two  weeks’  visit  of  farewell,  as  they  supposed.  While  there  my 
father  took  a shoemaker’s  bench  beside  Mr.  Harris,  who  was  a shoe- 
maker, and  learned  what  he  could  of  the  trade,  in  order  that  his 
knowledge  might  be  useful  in  the  new  country.  He  made  me  many 
a pair  of  shoes. 

Buffalo  was  the  terminus  of  their  wagon  trip.  There  was  lying 
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at  Black  Rock  a steamer  just  built,  “Walk  in  the  Water,”  the  first 
steamer  to  disturb  the  waters  of  the  Great  Lakes.  It  was  towed  to 
Buffalo  by  twenty  yoke  of  oxen,  because  there  was  not  power  enough 
in  its  engines  to  move  it  against  the  force  of  the  moderate  current  of 
the  Niagara  River,  which  begins  at  that  point,  Black  Rock.  The 
moving  family  went  aboard,  persons  and  goods,  and  took  a passage 
from  Buffalo  to  Cleveland,  which  was  supposed  to  require  two  days. 
Near  Erie  the  boat  struck  the  bar  near  the  shore  and  remained  fast 
an  entire  two  days,  and  so  the  voyage  was  extended  to  four  days. 
The  lake  ports  were  not  at  all  improved  in  those  times.  At  Cleve- 
land we  were  taken  ashore  in  a lighter,  the  steamer  remaining  at  the 
bar  near  the  mouth  of  the  Cuyahoga  River.  Cleveland  was  then  the 
beginning  of  a town  where  perhaps  one  hundred  families  were  col- 
lected. A two-horse  wagon  was  found  to  convey  us  on  to  Brown- 
helm,  thirty  miles  west  of  Cleveland  near  the  lake  shore.  The 
new  farm  was  somewhat  more  than  one  mile  east  of  the  Vermilion 
River  on  what  is  known  as  the  North  Ridge.  Not  a stroke  of  work 
had  been  done  upon  it  nor  the  beginning  of  a house  made,  but  a 
hospitable  neighbor,  Mr.  Avery,  received  the  family  and  gave  us 
shelter  until  the  log  house  could  be  built  on  our  own  farm.  The 
original  forest  covered  the  whole  region  and  there  was  merely  a 
scratch  of  a road  along  the  Ridge  between  the  houses  already  built. 

1 his  street  later  boasted  the  euphonious  name  of  “Strut  Street.” 
Within  a few  days  our  house  was  built  from  the  trees  standing 
on  the  spot.  The  largest  trees  were  the  white-wood  or  tulip-tree, 
chestnut  and  oak,  with  other  trees  in  endless  variety.  The  soil 
could  yield  no  crop  until  the  forest  trees  could  be  cut  down  and 
burnt,  thus  the  farm  work  began.  The  country  was  entirely  unoc- 
cupied except  by  a few  families  who  had  come  in  from  Western 
Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  mostlv  from  Stockbridge.  The  set- 
tlement might  really  be  called  the  Stockbridge  Colony,  except  that 
there  was  no  organization,  or  agreement  between  the  colonists.  One 
family  attracted  another  until  about  fifty  Stockbridge  families  were 
gathered  here.  It  was  rare  that  houses  were  so  situated  as  to  be 
visible  one  from  another,  and  not  uncommonly  the  women  lost  them- 
selves in  going  fifty  rods  through  the  woods  from  one  house  to 
another.  It  was  a wild  beginning  of  a new  life.  The  lost  were  re- 
called by  the  firing  of  a gun,  blowing  of  a horn  or  the  voice.  The 
house  which  we  called  our  home  for  six  years  was  an  ordinary  log 
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structure,  standing  between  the  present  Brownhelm  church  and  the 
small  brick  house  to  the  east.  The  brick  house  was  our  home  after 
1834.  The  unbarked  logs  constituting  the  four  sides  were  laid  up 
and  kept  in  place  by  notches  and  saddles  at  each  corner.  The  win- 
dows and  doors  were  cut  through  the  logs,  and  the  frames  of  the 
windows  and  doors  were  held  to  the  logs  by  pins  driven  into  the  log- 
ends.  These  door-frames  and  doors  were  not  readily  supplied,  for 
the  saw-mill  where  boards  could  be  obtained  was  miles  distant  ana 
there  was  no  road  to  it.  My  father  brought  the  necessary  boards 
upon  his  back,  and  the  first  night  blankets  were  hung  up  in  lieu  of 
doors,  and  about  midnight  a pack  of  howling  wolves  passed  near  by. 
Later  the  howling  of  wolves  was  of  frequent  occurrence,  but  never 
caused  us  serious  disturbance  again.  The  only  large  wild  animals  that 
threatened  the  new-comer  were  bears,  wolves,  wild-cats  and,  rarely, 
a panther.  These  were  not  often  seen  by  people.  Their  tracks,  how- 
ever, were  familiar  to  the  children,  who  found  them,  as  they  went 
through  the  woods,  in  muddy  places,  and  they  soon  learned  to  dis- 
tinguish the  tracks  of  the  bear  and  the  wolf,  but  in  my  sixteen  years’ 
experience  in  living  in  the  woods  I never  saw  one  of  them.  Smaller 
animals  like  opossums  and  foxes,  which  often  attacked  our  poultry, 
were  quite  an  annoyance  and  stimulated  the  efforts  of  the  boys  to 
exterminate  them.  This  enterprise  involved  no  danger  from  the  an- 
imals, in  general,  but  often  kept  the  young  hunters  out  the  entire 
night  with  dogs  and  guns  to  accomplish  the  work.  The  raccoon  was 
generally  caught  about  a cornfield,  when  the  corn  was  beginning  to 
ripen  in  autumn.  A coon  dog.  following  the  boys  to  a cornfield, 
would  traverse  the  field  from  side  to  side  until  the  whole  ground 
was  covered  and,  if  there  was  a raccoon  there,  he  would  perhaps 
catch  and  hold  the  creature  until  the  hunters  could  reach  him  or 
would  drive  the  animal  up  a tree  beside  the  field  where  he  would  be 
out  of  reach,  both  of  dogs  and  boys.  Occasionally  the  boys  would 
climb  the  tree  and  dislodge  the  creature.  1 remember  one  time  my 
brothers  and  I went  out  one  night  and  soon  by  the  barking  of  the 
dogs  were  called  to  the  foot  of  a tree  about  sixty  feet  in  height  and 
eight  or  ten  inches  in  diameter.  The  tree  was  a basswood  tree  and 
must  be  climbed  or  cut  down.  A council  of  war  was  held.  It  was 
decided  that  I should  climb  the  tree,  perhaps  because  1 was  least 
effective  in  caring  for  the  creature  if  dislodged,  while  one  of  mv 
brothers  should  run  to  the  house  for  an  axe.  It  was  about  fifteen 
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feet  to  the  lowest  branch.  Tree-climbing  was  a business  familiar  to 
almost  every  boy  and  I accepted  my  appointment.  Brother  soon 
brought  the  axe  and  I began  the  ascent.  The  climbing  of  the  naked 
body  of  the  tree  was  the  most  difficult  part  of  the  achievement,  and 
while  I was  making  the  necessary  effort  I had  time  for  free  play  of 
the  imagination  and  the  apprehension  grew  upon  me  that  the  animal 
might  be  a wild-cat,  a creature  uncomfortable  to  meet  in  the  top  of 
a tree.  Hence,  before  reaching  the  lowest  branch,  I reached  the  con- 
clusion that  I was  unable  to  make  the  ascent.  The  basswood  was 
accordingly  cut  down  and  the  dogs  engaged  in  desperate  conflict 
with  some  creature.  At  last  it  took  off  through  the  woods,  but  its 
pace  was  so  rapid  and  the  behavior  of  the  dogs  so  strange  that  my 
brothers  readily  acquiesced  in  my  suggestion  that  the  raccoon  was  a 
wild-cat,  and  we  returned  home  without  our  prey. 

It  was  common  for  the  boys,  when  they  met  for  an  evening’s 
visit,  to  discuss  the  habits  of  the  wild  animals  which  might  be  found 
in  the  forest,  and  how  they  might  most  easily  save  themselves  in  case 
of  attack.  With  a bear  the  instruction  was  to  stand,  with  back 
against  a tree,  facing  the  animal  with  a club  and  firm  eye.  The  beast, 
after  sitting  awhile,  was  expected  to  turn  and  make  his  escape,  leav- 
ing the  boy  free  to  seek  his  home  in  safety.  No  person,  as  far  as  I 
remember,  was  ever  attacked  by  any  dangerous  animal.  One, 
sometimes,  passing  through  the  woods  at  night,  would  find  a pack 
of  wolves  following,  part  on  either  side,  until  the  creatures,  getting 
bolder,  would  seem  to  be  about  to  close  in  upon  him  and  dispatch 
him.  I have  known  people  to  take  refuge  in  our  house  when  too 
closely  pursued.

CHARLES  H.  KIRSHNER  ’86. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a sketch  of  Mr.  Kirshner  has  already 
been  published  in  the  Alumni  Magazine,  it  is  perhaps  unnecessary 
to  include  at  this  time  many  biographical  details.  His  name 
appears  first  in  an  Oberlin  College  catalogue  as  a Sophomore  in  the 
fall  of  1883.  Coming  from  Fostoria  be  had  had  some  newspaper 
experience,  and  his  extensive  reading  had  included  Blackstone’s 
Commentaries.  At  once  he  became  a prominent  and  most  public 
spirited  member  of  his  class.  He  ranked  well  up  in  scholarship 
and  excelled  in  society  work,  being  a masterly  debater.  He  was 
the  finest  parliamentarian  in  the  class.  In  the  senior  year  he 
made  a record  as  financial  manager  of  the  Review,  and  was  one  of 
the  two  editors  and  publishers  of  the  old  Commencement  Annual. 

He  was  also  president  of  the  Oratorical  Association.  In  a 
class  of  strong  men,  he  was,  when  his  allround  abilities  are  con- 
sidered, the  peer  of  the  strongest.  His  vita!  personality  naturally 
gave  him  large  influence  in  the  college  community,  while  his  gener- 
ous, unselfish  devotion  to  the  interests  of  his  friends  attached  him 
indissolubly  to  many.  His  loyalty  to  the  Alma  Mater  formed 
during  those  three  years  has  but  deepened  during  the  twenty  that 
have  succeeded.  The  ties  that  bound  him  to  Oberliu  were  greatly 
strengthened  by  his  marriage  with  Miss  Agnes  Fairchild  of  the 
class  of  1888,  a niece  of  President  James  H.  Fairchild. 

The  hospitality  of  their  home  in  Kansas  City  has  been  many 
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times  most  graciously  extended  to  Oberlin  pilgrims,  and  has  been 
a center  of  interest  for  Oberlin  residents  of  that  region  for  years. 
In  the  Alumni  Association  the  part  taken  by  them  is  widely  known. 

In  his  profession  of  the  law  Mr.  Kirshner  has  made  a record  in 
which  his  class  and  college  may  take  pride.  He  is  an  able  and  con- 
scientious lawyer,  being  a member  of  a leading  firm  in  Kansas  City. 
Almost  since  graduation  he  has  had  charge  of  the  loans  of  a Hartford 
Insurance  Company  in  that  district,  which  responsibility  he  has 
administered  so  well,  that  a few  years  ago  he  declined  the  tender  of 
one  of  the  most  influential  positions  in  the  home  office.  He  has 
served  his  company  by  studying  the  real  interests  of  its  clients  and 
has  thus  made  a mighty  asset  of  its  goodwill.  Incidentally  this 
department  of  his  work  has  given  him  a favorable  acquaintance  all 
over  that  western  country,  and  a practical  business  skill  and  judg- 
ment in  such  matters  possessed  by  few.  Oberlin  needs  a trustee  in 
that  region  possessing  these  requirements  for  service.  She  draws 
many  students  from  the  middle  west  and  has  placed  many  loans 
there.  A trustee  on  the  ground  is  needed.  A man  of  his  character- 
istics has  naturally  had  opportunity  to  hold  public  office.  But  he 
has  declined  them.  However  he  has  gone  into  politics,  gradually 
at  first  and  latterly  more  deeply.  His  first  achievement  was  to 
break  the  power  of  an  objectionable  ward  boss,  and  his  latest  to 
be  very  largely  instrumental  in  placing  his  partner,  Mr.  Beardsley, 
a most  able  and  excellent  Christian  gentleman,  in  the  mayor’s 
chair.  Mr.  Kirshner  has  a great  following  among  the  young  men 
and  he  has  a genius  for  organizing  them  for  practical  work.  He 
has  become  one  of  the  notable  men  of  Kansas  City,  and  she  has  him 
to  thank  for  a large  share  in  the  work  of  her  civic  redemption, 
despite  his  own  modest  disclaimers. 

During  these  years  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kirshner  have  been  members 
of  the  Congregational  church,  in  which  their  efforts  have  been  un- 
tiring and  their  benevolences  many  and  constant.  As  a trustee  of 

Kidder  Institute,  he  has  very  materially  advanced  the  demonntional 
interests  of  Missouri.  Through  the  Y.  M C.  A.  he  has  touched 
the  religious  life  of  the  entire  community.  Among  the  many 
splendid  Oberlin  men  and  women  who  dwell  in  and  near  Kansas 
City,  Mr.  Kirshner  holds  a foremost  place,  as  is  attested  by  his 
nomination  which  is  largely  the  work  of  his  friends  and  neighbors. 
Is  that  nomination  not  to  be  taken  as  a request  from  the  very  con- 
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siderable  Oberlin  constituency  in  the  far  middle  west  to  be  honored 
in  the  selection  of  a trustee?  Is  the  request  not  a reasonable  one 
and  in  keeping-  with  the  best  interests  of  Oberlin  College?

GEORGE  WILSON  MORGAN  ’97. 

George  Wilson  Morgan  graduated  from  Oberlin  College  with 
the  class  of  1897.  During  his  college  course  he  was  prominent  in 
undergraduate  affairs  and  held  many  of  the  student  offices.  In  his 
senior  year  he  was  editor-in-chief  of  the  Review. 

While  his  college  record  was  a brilliant  one,  only  his  most  in- 
timate friends  suspected  that  he  had  the  capacity  for  affairs  and 
for  dealing  with  men  which  he  has  since  shown.  Going  from 
college  directly  to  the  law  school  of  Columbia  University,  he  sup- 
ported himself  during  his  course  there,  and  on  completing  his  work, 
was  appointed  secretary  and  attorney  for  the  committee  of  Fifteen, 
which  played  such  an  important  part  in  the  prosecution  of  Tam- 
many Hall  and  the  election  of  Mayor  Low.  Mr.  Morgan  has  held 
the  responsible  post  of  Assistant  District  Attorney  under  Judge 
Jerome  and  was  subsequently  State  Superinten.lent  of  Elections. 
At  present  he  is  a member  of  the  firm  of  Breed,  Abbott  and 
Morgan  with  offices  at  32  Liberty  street. 

Mr.  Morgan  has,  undoubtedly,  had  the  most  striking  career 
of  all  the  Oberlin  men  who  have  entered  the  practice  of  law  in  the 
last  ten  years.  He  has  made  his  way  unaided  in  the  largest  city  of 
the  country,  and  is  today  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  promising 
young  men  of  New  York.  The  feeling  that  the  younger  alumni 
should  be  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  brought  him 
forward  prominently  as  a candidate,  and  at  the  last  election  he 
stood  second  on  the  ballot.

own  number,  has  at  last  found  expression  in  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  James  S.  Hardy. 

Mr.  Hardy  is  a graduate  of  the  college  with  the  class  of  1901. 
While  in  College  Mr.  Hardy  was  a good  representative  of  the 
loyal  college  man,  taking  a prominent  part  in  the  varied  activities 
of  the  college  world.  In  his  Senior  year  he  was  a member  of  the 
Review  Board  and  also  acted  as  treasurer  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  In 
athletics  he  is  remembered  as  one  of  the  best  players  on  the  cham- 
pion class  football  team  of  1901.

Two 
years  ago  he  was  elected  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Illinois 
Alumni  Association,  and  largely  through  his  efforts  it  has  developed 
into  one  of  Oberlin’s  strongest  alumni  associations.

“The  next  step  in  advance  for  the  Magazine,  is  to  get  the 
alumni  writing  to  it  about  college  affairs  as  the  Yale  and  Harvard 
alumni  do.

For 
a year  a column  was  devoted  to  questions  concerning  college  matters, 
and  to  these  questions  President  King  gave  most  thoughtful 
and  careful  answers.  The  column  was,  however,  discontinued  as 
no  one  made  use  of  the  privilege. 

It  is  most  earnestly  hoped  that  the  coming  year  the  alumni  will 
feel  that  the  Magazine  belongs  to. them,  and  will  assist  in  making 
the  year’s  work  a success. 
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THE  SUMMER  SESSION. 

The  Summer  Session,  which  opened 
June  20  and  closed  August  9,  was  very 
successful.  The  students  enrolled 
numbered  143,  the  largest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  school.  These  were  well 
distributed  as  graduates,  undergradu- 
ates, academy  and  normal  students. 
The  total  receipts  were  $2,290.93,  the 
total  expense  $2,005.50,  leaving  a bal- 
ance of  $285.43  ^ the  credit  of  the 
college.  One  novel  feature  of  the  term 
was  the  establishment  of  the  school  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  regular  college 
year.  This  fact  should  make  the  Ober- 
lin  Summer  Session  more  than  ever 
attractive  to  graduates  of  the  college. 
There  is  no  reason  why  a large  per- 
centage of  Oberlin’s  teaching  gradu- 
ates should  not  refresh  themselves  in- 
tellectually by  a summer’s  sojourn  in 
the  old  college  town.  Excellent  grad- 
uate courses  have  already  been  pro- 
vided and  more  will  be  added  as  de- 
mand for  them  increases.  Graduates 
should  also  remember  that  the  more 
advanced  courses  of  the  Summer  Ses- 
sion may  be  counted  towards  the  Mas- 
ter’s degree  just  as  truly  as  those  of- 
fered from  fall  to  spring. 

Readers  of  the  Alumni  Magazine 
could  give  much  assistance  to  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  the  Summer  Ses- 
sion, if  they  would  extend  information 
concerning  the  school  to  those  of  their 
friends  and  acquaintances  who  might 
possibly  become  interested  in  coming 
to  Oberlin  during  the  summer.  Adver- 
tising of  the  personal  order  has  more 
influence  upon  the  session  than  most 
people  are  aware.  So,  advertise  the 
school.  When  programs  of  the  school 
are  sent  you  do  not  consign  them  to 
the  waste  paper  basket,  but  place  them 
if  you  possibly  can. 


Another  way  in  which  much  assist- 
ance can  be  given  by  graduates  to  the 
Summer  Session,  is  by  sending  in  to 
the  chairman  suggestions  as  to  courses 
which  you  feel  should  be  offered,  meth- 
ods of  advertising,  etc.  Such  sugges- 
tions will  be  gratefully  received  and 
acted  upon  as  far  as  circumstances 
will  permit.  These  should  be  sent  in 
early  this  fall.

DEPARTMENT  OF  POLITICAL 
SCIENCE. 

In  view  of  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Sprague,  soon  after  his  appointment 
to  the  chair  of  Political  Science  in 
June,  the  college  is  especially  fortu- 
nate in  securing  Dr.  Samuel  P.  Orth 
and  Mr.  Dahl  B.  Cooper  to  conduct 
the  new  courses  in  government  and 
law  for  the  year. 

Dr.  Orth  took  his  B.S.  from  Oberlin 
in  1896.  During  his  college  course  he 
was  botanist  in  the  Cook  Arctic  Expe- 
dition of  1894.  Following  his  gradua- 
tion he  spent  a year  at  the  University 
of  Michigan,  studying  law  and  eco- 
nomics. Later  he  taught  economics 
and  allied  subjects  in  Buchtel  College, 
in  Akron.  He  took  his  Ph.D.  at  Co- 
lumbia University  in  1903,  specializ- 
ing in  political  science.  He  is  now  a 
practicing  lawyer  in  Cleveland  .where 
he  is  assistant  to  the  United  States  Dis- 
trict Attorney.  He  has  been  a member 
of  the  Cleveland  school  board  a num- 
ber of  years,  and  was  its  president  in 
1905.  He  has  written  extensively  on 
governmental  questions,  in  the  Atlantic 
Monthly  and  other  magazines.  His 
practical  experience,  as  well  as  his 
academic  training,  renders  him  pecul- 
iarly well  fitted  to  give  the  courses  in 
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general,  and  in  municipal  govern- 
ment. 

Mr.  Cooper  took  his  A.B.  from  Ober- 
lin  in  t903-  While  in  college  he  was 
a successful  editor  of  the  Review, 
which  is  said  to  have  been  as  good  un- 
der his  editorship  as  ever  before  or 
since.  After  leaving  college  he  was 
for  a time  connected  with  the  Interna- 
tional Reform  Bureau  at  Washington, 
D.  C.  In  1904  he  entered  the  Harvard 
Law  School,  from  which  he  took  his 
law  degree  last  June.  While  there  he 
was  one  of  the  editors  of  the  Harvard 
Law  Review,  an  honor  much  coveted 
by  law  school  students. 

During  the  summers  of  1905  and 
1906  he  assisted  Theodore  E.  Burton 
in  the  collection  of  material  for  Bur- 
ton’s Life  of  John  Sherman.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  June,  ’07,  and 
is  now  practicing  law  in  Youngs- 
town. A.  B.  Wolfe. 

FACULTY  CHANGES. 

An  unusually  number  of  changes 
have  taken  place  in  the  faculties  this 
fall.  In  the  Seminary,  Professors  A. 
H.  Currier  and  G.  F.  Wright  have 
retired  on  the  Carnegie  Foundation 
and  have  been  succeeded  by  Profesors 
W.  J.  Hutchins  and  G.  W.  Fiske.  Mr. 
Hutchins’  father  was  pastor  of  the  Sec- 
ond church  for  a number  of  years,  and 
Mr.  Hutchins  was  a student  in  the  col- 
lege and  an  instructor  in  the  Academy. 
He  graduated  from  Yale  in  1892  and 
from  Union  Seminary  in  1896.  Since 
that  time  he  has  been  a very  successful 
pastor  in  Brooklyn  and  now  comes  to 
Oberlin  as  Professor  of  Homiletics. 

George  Walter  Fiske,  is  a graduate 
of  Amherst,  1895,  A.M.  1898,  and  of 
Hartford  Seminary  1898. He  has  served 
in  three  pastorates— Huntington,  Mass., 
South  Hadley  Falls,  Mass.,  and  Au- 


burn, Me.  He  has  also  been  a lecturer  at 
Hartford  Seminary  and  at  Cobb  Di- 
vinity School.  He  comes  to  Oberlin  to 
take  the  Shansi  Professorship  of  Practi- 
cal Theology  founded  by  D.  W.  James. 

In  the  college,  Professors  Martin  and 
Cairns  return  from  leave  of  absence, 
and  Mrs.  Johnston  retires  on  the  Car- 
negie Foundation.  Mrs.  Johnston  is 
succeeded  by  Professor  William 
Stearns  Davis,  Harvard,  A.B.  ’00, 
A.M.,  ’or,  Ph.D.  ’05.  Mr.  Davis  also 
studied  in  the  University  of  Berlin  ’05- 
’06,  and  during  last  year  was  Instructor 
in  History  at  Beloit  College. 

Mr.  W.  Y.  Durand,  who  has  been  ap- 
pointed Associate  Professor  of  English, 
graduated  from  Oberlin  in  ’96,  taught 
Latin  in  Oberlin  Academy  and  Genes- 
seo  Wesleyan  Seminary  ’96-’99  studied 
English  in  the  Harvard  Graduate 
School  ’99-’oi,  and  received  the  degree 
of  M.A.  from  Harvard  in  ’00.  Since 
1901  Mr.  Durand  had  been  connected 
with  the  English  Department  of  An- 
dover Academy  and  has  for  several 
years  been  the  head  of  the  department. 

Mr.  James  T.  Fairchild,  appointed 
Instructor  in  Latin,  graduated  from 
Oberlin  in  ’S3,  and  received  the  de- 
gree of  A.M.  from  Harvard  in  ’86. 
He  was  principal  of  Windom  Insti- 
tute, Montevideo,  Minn.,  from  ’86-’90, 
and  Professor  of  Latin  at  Tabor  Col- 
lege from  ’90  to  ’03.  The  year  ’03- 
’04  was  spent  in  travel  and  study  at 
the  American  School  of  Classical 
Studies  in  Rome.  The  two  years  from 
’04  to  ’06  were  spent  at  Carleton  Col- 
lege, where  Mr.  Fairchild  held  the 
Professorship  of  Latin. 

Miss  Mary  Emily  Sinclair,  Instruct- 
or in  Mathematics,  is  also  an  Oberlin 
graduate.  She  received  her  degree 
from  Oberlin  in  ’00,  taught  at  Hart- 
ford, Ct.,  the  following  year  and  en- 
tered Chicago  University  in  ’01.  She 
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received  the  degree  of  A.M.  from  Chi- 
cago in  ’03  and  subsequently  taught  in 
Lake  Erie  College  for  a short  time,  re- 
turning to  Chicago  for  the  year  ’o3-’o4. 
For  the  last  three  years  she  has  been  an 
instructor  in  mathematics  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Nebraska. 

Three  new  instructors  have  been  ap- 
pointed in  English.  Mr.  P.  D.  Sher- 
man graduated  from  Brown  Univer- 
sity in  ’02,  taught  German  at  Brown 
the  following  year  and  received  his 
A.M.,  in  German  and  English  in  ’03. 
The  folowing  year  he  was  a graduate 
student  in  English  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  and  from  ’04  to  ’05  at  Har- 
vard and  Brown.  ’05  and  ’06  he  acted 
as  instructor  in  English  at  O.  W.  U., 
and  the  next  year  was  Head  Master 
in  English  at  the  University  School, 
Louisville. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Jelliffe  is  a graduate  of 
Yale  ’05,  and  during  the  last  year  was 
an  instructor  in  English  and  Classics 
at  the  Brunswick  School,  Greenwich, 
Ct. 

Mr.  Milton  Percival  graduated  from 
Harvard  in  ’06  and  last  year  was  a 
graduate  student  in  English,  receiving 
the  degree  of  M.A.  in  ’07. 

Mr.  J.  C.  McCullough,  who  suc- 
ceeds Mr.  Chapin  as  Instructor  in 
Chemistry,  graduated  from  Case  School 
in  ’06  and  last  year  worked  with  the 
Dow  Chemical  Company  at  Midland, 
Mich. 

In  German,  Mr.  B.  G.  Hocrger  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Myers.  He  is  a graduate 
of  the  University  of  Minnesota  of  the 
class  of  ’04.  The  following  two  years 
he  taught  in  the  high  school  at  Man- 
kato, Minn,  and  last  year  at  North 
Western  Military  Academy,  Highland 
Park. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Sprague, 


who  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  polit- 
ical science,  declined  the  appointment, 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  give 
partial  work  in  that  department.  These 
arrangements  are  spoken  of  elsewhere 
in  this  issue. 

In  the  Conservatory  of  Music,  Pro- 
fessor H.  H.  Carter  and  Miss  Kate 
Peck  return  from  study  in  Europe,  and 
Professor  Breckenridge,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Adams,  Mr.  Alderfer  and  Mr.  Davis 
will  be  absent  on  leave.  Mr.  F.  B. 
Stiven,  of  last  year’s  class,  has  been 
appointed  a teacher  of  organ  and  Mr. 
K.  W.  Gehrkens,  who  graduated  from 
the  college  in  ’05  and  who  taught  Ger- 
man in  the  Oberlin  high  school  last 
year,  has  been  appointed  a teacher  in 
public  school  music. 

In  the  Academy,  Professor  E.  F. 
Adams  and  Miss  Smithe  return  from 
study,  the  former  as  Assistant  Princi- 
pal. 

Mr.  C.  F.  Easton,  who  has  been  ap- 
pointed an  instructor  in  mathematics 
in  the  Academy,  graduated  from 
Grand  River  Institute  in  1877  with 
the  degree  of  B.S.  He  has  received 
the  degree  of  A.B.  and  A.M.  from 
Adelbert  College,  the  former  in  ’83 
and  the  latter  in  '86.  From  ’77-79  he 
was  teacher  of  mathematics  in  West- 
ern Reserve  Seminary,  and  from  ’So  to 
’81  in  Hudson  Academy.  From  ’83  to 
’85  he  taught  mathematics  in  Grand 
River  Institute,  and  from  ’85  to  ’04  was 
principal  of  Geauga  Seminary  at 
Chesterland,  O.  The  last  two  years 
before  coming  to  Oberlin  were  spent 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  Kipton. 

Mr.  Frank  Siccha,  Jr.,  Instructor  in 
English,  who  succeeds  Mr.  Ernest 
Chamberlain,  graduated  from  Harvard 
in  ’06  and  spent  last  year  as  an  in- 
structor in  the  Salem  high  school. 
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PRESIDENT  KING  AND  DR.  ST. 

JOHN’S  SUMMER  TRIP. 
President  King  and  Dr.  St.  John 
started  the  day  after  Commencement 
for  the  Pacific  coast,  going  by  way  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific.  They  joined 
a party  from  the  University  of  Chicago, 
of  which  Dr.  Henry  C.  Cowles,  ’93, 
was  the  organizer.  The  party  trav- 
eled in  a special  car,  and  was  thus  able 
to  take  the  ride  through  the  Canadian 
Rockies  by  daylight,  as  the  car  was 
sidetracked  every  night. 

Stops  were  made  at  Banf,  Laggan, 
Ashcroft  and  Vancouver,  and  excur- 
sions taken  into  the  mountains  and  the 
surrounding  regions  at  each  place. 
From  Vancouver  the  party  went  to  the 
San  Juan  Islands  in  the  Puget  Sound, 
for  a week.  The  University  of  Wash- 
ington has  a summer  station  here,  at 
which  the  party  were  made  guests,  as 
far  as  the  use  of  the  steamer  and  the 
general  equipment  of  the  station  were 
concerned.  Excursions  were  made  to 
Mt.  Constitution  and  Waldron  Island. 
From  the  Islands  the  party  went  to  the 
coast  further  south,  near  Gray’s  Har- 
bor and  Moclips.  Here  several  days 
were  spent  on  the  ocean  beach,  with 
excursions  into  the  forests  and  to  Cape 
Elizabeth,  where,  at  low  tide,  the  ma- 
rine gardens  were  visited. 

The  following  week  was  spent 
around  and  upon  Mt.  Ranier.  Mt.  Ra- 
nier  was  climbed  by  the  party,  which 
were  the  first  to  reach  the  top  during 
this  season.  Mt.  Ranier  is  14,526  feet 
high,  and  was  climbed  from  the  1700 
foot  level,  over  several  miles  of  snow 
and  ice.  After  the  week  at  Ranier,  the 
party  sailed  from  Seattle  on  the  steam- 
er Jefferson  for  Alaska.  They  had  a 
thousand  miles  through  the  inside  pas- 
sage to  Skagway.  The  inside  passage 
to  Alaska  probably  equals  anything  of 
its  kind,  in  a scenic  way,  that  can  be 


found  on  the  coasts  of  Norway  and 
Sweden.  Snow-capped  mountains  rise 
sheer  from  the  ocean,  and  deep  fiord’s 
open  into  the  main  channel.  Lynn 
Canal  was  the  most  interesting,  from 
a scenic  point  of  view,  of  any  portion 
of  the  thousand  islands. 

The  boat  ran  into  Taku  inlet,  and 
a magnificent  view  was  enjoyed  of  the 
Taku  glacier,  which  presents  a front 
a mile  and  a half  wide,  and  two  hun- 
dred feet  high.  This  projects  into  the 
sea,  and  is  continually  dropping  off 
great  masses  of  ice,  which  fall  into  the 
sea  with  a tremendous  roar. 

The  party  spent  a week  at  Skagway, 
and  took  the  trip  over  the  White  Pass 
to  Lake  Bennett  in  the  interior.  Every 
one  was  interested  in  the  long  days 
and  twilight,  in  which  one  could  read 
till  ten  o’clock.  In  December  there  are 
portions  of  Skagway  on  which  the  sun 
does  not  rise.  At  the  public  school 
building  on  the  shorter  days,  the  sun 
appears  a little  after  one,  and  disap- 
pears a little  after  two;  the  electric 
lights  are  kept  burning  all  day  in  the 
school  building.  Rents  are  fixed  at 
Skagway  in  accordance  with  the  num- 
ber of  hours  of  sunshine  the  locations 
receive. 

From  Skagway  the  party  went  to 
Sitka,  the  old  Russian  capital,  where 
Baranoff,  the  first  Russian  governor, 
made  his  headquarters.  Sitka  is  a very 
delightful  place  in  which  to  spend  a 
vacation,  and  is  full  of  interesting 
things.  It  is  the  seat  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  Greek  church,  and  also  of  the 
Episcopal  church,  and  a large  Presby- 
terian mission  for  the  Indians  is  locat- 
ed there.  There  is  a marine  station 
for  the  United  States  and  also  an  ag- 
ricultural experiment  station.  Its  cli- 
mate is  mild  and  very  uniform,  and  it 
was  one  of  the  prettiest  places  seen  on 
the  entire  trip. 
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From  Sitka  they  took  the  boat  for 
Seattle.  Leaving  the  party  at  Juneau, 
President  King  and  Dr.  St.  John 
hastened  on  to  California,  visiting  San 
Francisco  and  Berkeley,  San  Jose  and 
Palo  Alto,  Santa  Cruz  and  Monterey, 
spending  several  days  also  in  the  Yose- 
mite  Valley,  going  in  by  the  new  Yose- 
mite  Valley  railroad.  At  Palo  Alto 
they  visited  Leland  Stanford  Univer- 
sity, which  they  report  shows  the  ter- 
rible visitation  of  the  earthquake;  Lick 
Observatory  on  Mt.  Hamilton,  and  the 
new  solar  observatory  on  Mt.  Wilson 
were  also  visited. 

On  the  return  trip  several  days  were 
devoted  to  the  Grand  Canyon  of  the 
Colorado  in  Arizona,  which  was  the 
climax  of  the  trip,  and  which  proved 
to  be  “the  grandest  scenery  that  it  had 
ever  been  our  good  fortune  to  see.” 

The  journey  extended  over  some  ten 
thousand  miles,  in  which  the  delight- 
ful sea  voyages,  the  experiences  of 
mountains  and  of  deserts,  the  cool  cli- 
mate of  Alaska,  and  the  heat  of  Ari- 
zona are  now  a rich  memory. 


Y.  M.  C.  A.  SECRETARY. 

Mr.  John  G.  Olmstead,  ’06,  succeeds 
Mr.  Bartholomew  as  general  secret  ary 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  In  spite  of  inter- 
ruptions in  his  schooling  Mr.  Olmstead 
comes  to  the  work  with  a rich  prepara- 
tion. In  his  junior  year  he  was  an 
“O"  man  in  basket  ball,  and  was  also 
a member  of  the  track  team.  As  man- 
ager of  oratory  he  acted  as  secretary 
of  the  Northern  Oratorical  League.  In 
his  senior  year  serious  illness  kept  him 
at  home  for  the  first  six  months,  but 
did  not  defer  his  graduation.  During 
the  year  he  was  president  of  the  U.  L. 
A.  and  played  class  baseball.  He  was  a 
Phi  Deltan.  Last  year  he  was  enrolled 
in  the  Seminary  as  a junior,  but  was 
almost  immediately  called  home  by  the

FOOTBALL  PROSPECTS. 

The  arival  of  Coach  Harvey  R.  Sny- 
der the  early  part  of  the  opening  week 
of  college,  at  once  set  our  football  cam- 
paign in  motion.  Mr.  Snyder  has  be- 
gun his  second  season  with  the  same 
untiring  zeal  and  enthusiasm  which 
characterized  his  work  last  year. 

Although  it  is  entirely  too  early  to 
make  predictions  there  are  many  signs 
which  point  to  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful seasons  in  our  history.  Only  three 
of  last  year’s  team  were  lost  bv  grad- 
uation, tw'o  more  have  been  unable  to 
return  to  college  this;  but  for  these  va- 
cancies there  seem  to  be  good  men  from 
last  year’s  championship  freshman 
team.  If  two  or  three  irregularities  in 
scholarship  can  be  cleared  away,  we 
certainly  have  good  material  for  a 
splendid  team. 

The  greatest  cause  for  foreboding  is 
found  in  the  fact,  so  characteristic  of 
Oberlin  sports,  that  too  few  men  have 
come  out  thus  far.  Oberlin  men  have 
so  many  diversions,  such  varied  inter- 
ests that  they  do  not  enter  sports  in 
great  numbers  for  sport’s  sake,  but  feel 
that  they  can  make  the  sacrifice  which 
it  demands  only  when  they  are  assured 
of  becoming  a member  of  the  intercol- 
legiate teams.  It  must  be  admitted  at 
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this  time,  that  the  intensely  hot  weath- 
er has  been  most  deadly  on  anything 
like  football  enthusiasm,  but  we  may 
hope  that  Mr.  Snyder  will  have  an 
abundance  of  material  from  which  to 
build  a fine  varsity  team  as  soon  as 
real  football  weather  makes  its  advent.

August  g — Close  of  the  Summer  Ses- 
sion. 

During  the  summer  considerable 
work  preparatory  to  paving  West  Lo- 
rain street  was  done.  Work  on  the  Li- 
brary and  Chapel  was  pushed.  The 
second  story  of  the  foundations  for  the 
Chapel  is  all  complete,  and  at  the 
west  end  of  the  building  considerable 
of  the  stone  work  has  been  laid. 

August  12 — The  National  Council  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  voted  to  grant  a char- 
ter to  a chapter  of  the  fraternity  to  be 
organized  at  Oberlin.  It  is  probable 
that  the  local  branch  will  soon  be  or- 
ganized, and  that  the  first  Oberlin  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  orations  will  he  delivered 
here  at  the  next  commencement. 

September  17— College  opened.  The 
attendance  at  the  end  of  the  first  week 
as  compared  with  last  year  at  the  same 
time,  is  as  follows: 
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The  percent  of  men  in  the  college  of 
arts  and  sciences  has  again  fallen, 
from  39.36  last  year  to  37.68  this  year. 
In  the  whole  institution  there  has  been 
a gain  in  this  respect  from  32.57  per- 
cent to  36.35.  In  the  Conservatory  of 
Music  the  loss  is  apparent  rather  than 
real.  It  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  this  year  177  pupils  as  against 
146  last  year,  are  taking  the  work  in 
the  conservatory,  but  are  classed  in 
other  departments  of  the  institution. 

The  first  Chapel  exercise  of  the  year 
was  conducted  by  President  King.  At 


the  close  of  the  service  he  addressed 
the  students  in  a very  helpful  and 
practical  talk  on  how  to  get  the  most 
out  of  the  year’s  work.  Chapel  will 
be  held  in  the  First  church  till  the  re- 
pairing of  the  church  begins  in  the 
spring.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  $7,500 
organ,  given  to  the  church  by  Mr. 
Charles  M.  Hall,  will  be  in  place  by 
next  commencement.

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HON.  THEODORE  E.  BURTON. 

Hon.  Theodore  E.  Burton,  of  Cleve- 
land, O.,  is  the  typical  college  man  in 
politics.  A man  of  scholarly  tastes,  his 
life  so  far  has  largely  been  spent  in 
the  heat  and  turmoil  of  politics.  A re- 
publican, and,  in  a sense,  a partisan, 
he  has  never  hesitated  to  differ  from 
the  party  leaders  on  national  questions 
when  his  judgment  dictated.  He  was 
graduated  from  Oberlin  in  the  class 
of  ’72.  In  1875  he  began  the  practice 
of  law  in  Cleveland  and  continued  in 
the  practice  until  1888,  when  he  was 
elected  to  the  Fifty-first  Congress.  He 
was  defeated  for  re-election  in  1890  by 
Tom  L.  Johnson.  In  1894  Mr.  Burton 
defeated  Mr.  Johnson  and  has  been  in 


Congress  ever  since.  There  he  has  won 
for  himself  an  enviable  position,  and, 
as  Chairman  of  the  Rivers  and  Har- 
bors Committee,  has  made  that  commit- 
tee one  of  the  most  important  in  Con- 
gress. While  the  Rivers  and  Harbors 
Bills,  drafted  by  Mr.  Burton,  have  car- 
ried many  millions  of  dollars,  no 
charge  of  favoritism  has  ever  been 
substantiated,  and  the  most  bitterly  dis- 
appointed have  never  attributed  dishon- 
est motives  to  the  chairman.  Mr.  Bur- 
ton has  attained  such  a commanding 
position  as  an  authority  on  rivers  and 
harbors,  that  the  President  recently 
signally  honored  him  by  appointing 
him  chairman  of  the  Waterways  Com- 
mission to  investigate  and  report  a 
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comprehensive  plan  for  the  general  im- 
provement by  the  federal  government 
of  the  waterways  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Burton  has  found  time,  however, 
in  his  busy  life,  to  gratify  his  scholarly 
tastes  by  writing  a work  on  financial 
crises,  which  is  recognized  by  author- 
ities as  a classic  on  that  subject,  and, 
last  year,  he  published  a life  of  the 
late  John  Sherman  for  the  American 
Statesman  Series. 

A man  broadened  by  study  and 
travel,  rich  in  the  practical  experience 
of  life,  distinguished  by  exceptional 
ability,  he  has  recently  been  drafted  by 
the  citizens  of  Cleveland  to  wrest  the 
mayorality  from  his  old  antagonist, 
Tom  L.  Johnson,  and  the  chances  are 
that  after  January  first  next,  he  will 
be  applying  himself  to  the  solution  of 
the  interesting  and  complex  municipal 
questions  of  the  metropolis  of  Ohio.

Necrolog  / 


REBECCA  ALLEN  RAYL  FINNEY. 

Rebecca  Allen  Rayl  Finney,  aged  83 
years,  widow  of  Charles  Grandison 
Finney,  former  president  of  Oberlin 
College,  died  at  Kentland,  Ind.,  Sept. 
12,  1907.  Funeral  services  were 

held  at  Oberlin,  Sept.  14,  at  the  house 
of  Mrs.  James  Monroe,  the  Reverend 
Dr.  J.  W.  Bradshaw  officiating;  in- 
terment at  Westwood  cemetery,  Ober- 
lin. 

From  a report  of  the  funeral  services 
we  gather  the  following  brief  sum- 
mary: 

Mrs.  Rebecca  Allen  Rayl  came  to 
Oberlin  in  1856  as  assistant  principal 
of  the  Woman’s  Department.  She  held 
this  position  until  1865,  when  she  was 
married  to  Mr.  Finney,  at  that  time 
president  of  the  college.  She  was  a 
woman  of  marked  individuality ; open 
and  frank  in  manner;  dignified  in 
bearing;  deeply  religious  both  by  na- 
ture and  experience.  Young  women 
went  to  her  with  confidence  for  council, 


feeling  sure  of  her  quick  sympathy  and 
of  trustworthy  advice.  After  her  mar- 
riage with  President  Finney  she  still 
served,  for  several  years,  as  a member 
of  the  Woman’s  Board  of  Managers, 
and  many  of  the  regulations  that  have 
made  Oberlin  a safe  and  wholesome 
educational  center  were  formulated  by 
her. 

Capable  of  great  personal  sacrifice, 
she  gave  to  the  civil  war  her  only  son, 
Thomas  Rayl,  and  when  he  filled  a 
soldier’s  grave,  without  a murmur,  she 
went  in  and  out,  as  was  her  custom, 
doing  the  work  that  lay  nearest  to  her. 

The  members  of  the  family  into 
which  she  married  became  warmly  at- 
tached to  her,  and  President  Finney’s 
son  exercised  a truly  filial  considera- 
tion for  the  comfort  of  her  declining 
years. 

Mrs.  Finney  was  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  First  Congregational 
church  of  Oberlin;  from  1856  to  1860; 
again  reuniting  in  1865  and  continuing 
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her  membership  until  1887,  though 
having  left  Oberlin  in  1875.  Since 
that  time  she  has  continued  to  testify 
her  interest  in  the  Oberlin  church  by 
making  her  generous  contributions  to 
the  A.  M.  A.  and  American  Boards  of 
Home  and  of  Foreign  Missions  through 
the  treasury  of  the  Oberlin  church. 

Since  leaving  Oberlin  in  1875,  her 
residence  has  been  on  the  Pacific  coast, 
or,  more  lately,  at  Kentland,  Indiana. 

ELMIRA  PIERCE  ALLEN,  ’46. 

Elmira  Pierce  Allen  died  at  Cincin- 
nati, O.,  Sept.  4,  1907. 

Mrs.  Elmira  Pierce  Allen  was  born 
at  Peru,  Mass.,  April  7,  1821.  She 
entered  the  second  year  of  the  “La- 
dies’ Department,”  having  taken  her 
preparatory  work  at  Peru,  Mass.,  and 
York,  O.  After  graduating  she  con- 
tinued her  work  in  French  and  German 
and  later  taught  at  Ellsworth,  O.  Jan. 
12,  1847,  she  was  married  to  Rev.  John 
A.  Allen. 

WILLIAM  PARM  ENTER,  ’54. 

William  Parmenter  died  July  4, 
1907,  at  his  home  in  Vermontville, 
Mich. 

Mr.  William  Parmenter  was  born 
Oct.  18,  1828,  at  Truxton,  N.  Y.  He 
entered  the  preparatory  department  of 
Oberlin,  February,  1849,  after  previous 
study  at  Canaan  Academy.  On  the 
completion  of  his  work  in  Oberlin,  Mr. 
Parmenter  began  the  study  of  medi- 
cine at  the  University  of  Michigan  and 
was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1857. 
He  at  once  began  the  practice  of  med- 
icine, and  continued  in  this  work  until 
1900,  when  ill  health  compelled  him 
to  retire  from  active  work.  Mr.  Par- 
menter was  married  Oct.  1,  1855,  to 
Miss  Harriet  Hamilton,  South  Butler, 
N.  Y.,  who  survives  him. 

MARY  ELIZABETH  WILCOX,  ’6l. 

The  American  Missionary  of  Sep- 


tember, announced  the  recent  death  of 
Mary  Elizabeth  Wilcox. 

Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Wilcox  was 
born  at  Madison,  O.,  Sept.  9,  1855.  Her 
preparatory  work  was  done  at  Madison 
Seminary  and  she  entered  the  college  in 
Feb.,  1858.  In  1873,  Miss  Wilcox  be- 
gan work  in  the  Freedman’s  School, 
Selina,  Ala.,  and  throughout  her  life 
associated  herself  with  the  work  among 
the  colored  people,  being  principal  of 
the  A.  M.  A.  schools  at  Andersonville, 
Ga.,  Lincoln  Normal,  Marion,  Ala- 
bama, and  Washburn  Seminary,  Wash- 
burn, N.  C. 

MARY  FANNELLA  MCLAURY,  ’92. 

Mary  Fannella  McLaury  died  at  her 
apartments  in  New  York  City,  August 
12,  1907. 

Miss  Mary  F.  McLaury  was  born  at 
Davenport,  N.  Y.,  July  iS,  1864.  She 
prepared  for  college  at  Walton  Acad- 
emy and  Stamford  Seminary,  and  en- 
tered Oberlin  with  the  class  of  1892. 
While  in  Oberlin  Miss  McLaury  de- 
termined to  devote  her  life  to  mission 
work,  and  the  year  following  her 
graduation  began  to  carry  out  this  plan. 
Her  first  teaching  was  at  Ballard  Nor- 
mal School,  Macon,  Ga.,  and  she  con- 
tinued work  among  the  colored  peo- 
ple at  Bennett  College,  Greensboro,  N. 
C.,  and  Mary  Holmes  Seminary.  Con- 
tinuous teaching  began  to  impair  her 
health,  making  it  necessary  for  her  to 
discontinue  her  work  in  the  South.  After 
establishing  herself  in  Brooklyn  she  be- 
came an  assistant  in  mission  work  for 
Cuban  children  in  that  city.  This  work 
she  continued  until  an  opening  came 
to  do  mission  work  on  the  East  Side  of 
the  city,  which  work  lay  largely  among 
the  Jews.  Here  she  labored  until  the 
morning  of  her  death,  August  12,  when 
she  was  found  by  friends  lying  as  if 
asleep.
